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Against Belgrade 


THE Baltic front flared into fresh 

activity yesterday, when strong 
Russian attacks (reported from 
Berlin) were made in Lithuania 
and on the island of Oesel, the 
largest of the group dominating 
the Gulf of Riga. 


Nearly 900 miles to the south, 
Russian motorised troops were 
reported to be speeding towards 
the outskirts of Belgrade. 


The Soviet communique indicated 
that Soviet forces, working with 
Marshal Tito’s troops, have 
driven to within eight miles of 
Belgrade by capturing Pancevo, 
and are beginning to outflank 
the Yugo-Slav capital by a 
circling move to the north-west. 
The German News Agency says: 
that a battle of the first magni- 
tude is now raging north and 
east of Belgrade. 


Last night’s Soviet communiqué, 
quoted by Reuter, said: “ During 
October 5, in Yugo-Slav territory, 
north and south of Petrovgrad, our 
troops, operating in conjunction with 
units of the Yugo-Slav National 
Army~-of --Laberation; i 
town and railway station of Pancevo 
—10 miles north-east of Belgrade— 
as well as a number of other places. 
These included’ three railway 
stations. 

“On other sectors of the front 


there was reconnaissance activity 
and local fighting at a number of 
points.” 


Rome radio, recorded by the 
Associated Press, said last night 
that Soviet scouting parties had 
reached the fring } of Belgrade, 
and there already was street fight- 
ing in the suburbs. 

A Berlin military spokesman said 
yesterday: “A strong Soviet battle- 
group is at this moment driving 
towards Belgrade, and heavy fight- 
ing can be expected.” 

Von Olberg, military commen- 
tator of the German News Agency, 
wrote last night, according to 
Reuter: “A _ pincer movement 
against East Prussia now seems 
likely. The new Soviet offensive 
west of Siauliai has two objectives 
—to reduce the land communica- 
tions of the German troops stand- 
ing further east by thrusting 
towards the Baltic, and to attack 
East Prussia from the east. In- 
tensified activity on the Narew 
sector points in the same direction.

Epic of Warsaw Will Live for Ever 


Mr. Churchill, in a tribute in the 
Commons yesterday to the heroic 
stand of the Polish Home Army and 
the civilian population in Warsaw, 
declared:— 

“When the final Allied victory 
is achieved, the epic of Warsaw will 
not be forgotten: It will remain 
a deathless memory for Poland and 
for the friends of freedom all over 
the world. Their resistance to over- 
whelming odds under inconceivable 
conditions of hardship came to an 
end on October 3rd, after a fight 
which had lasted 63 days. 

“Despite all the efforts of the 
Soviet Army, the strong German 
positions on the Vistula could not 
be taken, and relief could not come 
in time. British, American, Polish 
and Soviet airmen did what they 
could to succour the Poles at War- 
saw, but, although this sustained the 
Polish resistance beyond what would 
have seemed possible, it could not 


damage had been inflicted upon that 
noble city, and its heroic population 
has undergone suffering and priva- 
tion unsurpassed even among the 
miseries of this war. The final fall 
of Warsaw at a time when the 
Allied Armies are everywhere vic- 
torious, and when the final defeat 
of Germany is in sight, must come 
as a very bitter blow to all Poles. 
At such a moment I want to express 
our respect to all those Poles who 
fell or suffered at Warsaw. Our 
sympathy with the Polish nation in 
this further grievous loss, and our 
confidence that the days of their 
tribulation are rapidly drawing to 
an end is unshakable.”

Prison Sentence 


On Irish Peer 


Lord Langford, the Irish Peer, 
was sentenced yesterday at Framley, 
Surrey, to twelve months’ hard 
labour on charges of obtaining by 
false pretences sums totalling £140 
from Mrs. Gwendoline Cheesyre 
Makin, of Farnham. Lword Lang- 
ford pleaded guilty, and asked for 
eleven other cases to be taken into 
consideration. 

He was alleged by prosecuting 
counsel to have sent to Mrs. Makin 
a copy of a letter purporting to 
have come from King George. 
etter, which was described: in Court 
as a forgery, read as follows:— . 

“Dear Lord Lan ,—The 
Queen and I were extremely sorry 
that Lady Langford has had a 
stroke, and ‘we hope that she will 
recover soon. We both know that 
it may mean a few months, but we 
hope to see you both at the Palace 
when she has recovered. I would 
like you to come and see me 
privately. I have a job I would 
like you te consider. If you write 
to me personally we shall arrange a 
time convenient to us both. I much 
regret the delay caused by my 
Keeper of the Privy Purse re your 
cheque. I personally enclose it. It 
is dated for next Wednesday, the 
date in future it will fall due each 
year. The usual sum of £500 is 
placed: therein. i 

“ Yours. sincerely, George R.i.”. 

The clerk read other charges, in 
which it was alleged that Lord 
Langford uttered forged documents 
purporting to have beén signed by 
Sir Basil Brooke, Prime Minister of 
Northern Ireland. 

Before sentence was passed, Lord 
Langford said: “I am most 
extremely sorry. I have now an 
opportunity for a job; at my time 
of life if I am sent to jail it is the 
end of me _inevitably.”-

ROM the time the Allies reached 
the German defence lines a 
notable change has taken place, 
both in the nature and application 
of Allied air strength.

Not un- 
naturally, this condition of affairs 
is being criticised widely by the 
French Press—in some _ cases 
even bitterly. It is pointed out 
which waged war 
the Allies, has been 
accepted .by London = and 
-|Washington as a co-belligerent, 
while France continues to exist, 


on, |as it were, on sufferance. It must 


be remembered that most of 
the French newspapers which 
are critical of the Anglo- 
American attitude represent the 
forces of resistance against the 
German occupation. They were 
operating, in so far as they were 
Operating at all, “ underground ™ 
during the period of occupation, 
and they are inclined to ‘brand as 


' jtraitors all those French citizens 


who, for one reason or another, 
failed to offer active resistance 
to the German Army. France, 
since 1940, has gone through a 
terrible ordeal. Her“ people feel 
ses | themselves humiliated, and, con- 
sequently, are inclined to be 
resentful, feeling themselves still 
to be members of a Great Power, 
and thus entitled to play their 
rightful part in the building of 
the new Eurépe. Many of them 
have been disappointed at the 
references to France by Mr. 
Winston Churchill in his speech 
a week ago to the British House 
of Commons. The British 
Premier, on that occasion, gave 
the impression that the Pro- 
Visional Government would be 
responsible to the Consulta- 
tive Assembly of Algiers after it 
should have been reinforced by 
members of the resistance move- 
ment in France. The whole 
French Press demands full recog- 
nition of the- Provisional Govern- 
ment by Britain and the United 
States. It is believed that Mr. 
Churchill, personally, has the 
deepest sympathy with the 
French people;. but the general 
suggestion is that he is being re- 
strained by political opinion in 
the United States, which, it is 
alleged, takes the view that the 
‘underground ” resistance: move- 
ment during the war was largely 
Communistic. Furthermore, it is 
often said that the Govern- 


ENTA 
ai {ment of the United States has no 


particular liking for the per- 
sonality of General de Gaulle. 
Relations between him and the 
Anglo-American Allies never 
have been thoroughly - satisfac- 
tory, and there is a feeling in 
France that this fact is standing 
in the way of full recognition of 
bis Government. 

In the meantime, the Govern- 
ment in France is making 
appreciable headway. In the 
nature of things, General de 


rt-|Gaulle’s administration must be 


temporary. Nothing definite can 
be decided until a general election 
shall have been held. The 
nation’s mood at the moment is 
abnormal; and some time must 


expected to settle down into a 
-|rational frame of mind. Various 
steps already have been taken to 
fashion the framework of the 
post-war France. General de 
Gaulle has made certain decrees, 
placing the coal industry, for 
example, under a measure of 
State control. His efforts in this 
direction do not satisfy public 
opinion, as reflected in the Paris 
Press, and there is a widespread 
complaint that he has not gone 
jfar enough. Speaking in Lille, 
his native city, a few days ago, 
the general made what is 
described as “ the most important, 
and certainly the most significant, 
declaration since his return to 
France,” when he announced the 
Provisional Government's inten- 
tion to break the French industrial 
trusts, and thus to prepare the 
way for what he called “a 
planned national economy.”
